Mrs. James 
Kennedy with whom the 
Rushworths resided near the 
close of their Arcadia stay 
gave $ 100 .

in the hospital, and Califor¬ 
nians responded — from 
their hearts and purses.

State’s Bond Barrel Has No Bottom 


bonds is outstanding. Of 
these, $2,438,103,000 have 
been sold. 

Now the Administration of 
Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
plus some Democratic legis¬ 
lators, are expected to pro¬ 
pose $1,050,000,000 more in 
state bonds next year. 

This would bring the total 
state figure to $6,628,300,000, 
assuming the people are 
gullible enough to vote all 
the new proposals. 

ADDITIONAL amazing fig¬ 
ures show up under this 
bond program. Total bonds 
so far under the Adminis¬ 
tration of Governor Brown 
amount to $2,650,0(X). This is 
approximately 50 per cent of 
the total bond issues pre¬ 
viously voted and still out¬ 
standing. 

Should all of the bonds to 
be proposed in 1962 find fa¬ 
vor with the voters, the 
Brown Administration will 
have accounted for $3.7 bil¬ 
lion worth of obligations 
confronting the California 
taxpayers for the next sev¬ 
eral generations. 

This is almost 60 per cent 
of the bonds voted and the 
bonds proposed. 

At the same time Gover¬ 
nor Brown is saddling the 
taxpayers of the future with 
these huge debts, he is cam¬ 


paigning on the basis of a 
"balanced budget.” If the 
Governor is reelected in 1962, 
and serves the people an¬ 
other four years, he con¬ 
ceivably, if he keeps up his 
current record, could run up 
an additional ^ or $5 bil¬ 
lion.

SACRAMEN’TO— (CNS) — 
When a private business 
firm bonds itself beyond 
capacity, or Issues stock ovei 
and above the amount nec¬ 
essary to engage in its nor¬ 
mal activities. Investors in 
that business are endan¬ 
gered. 

In other words, private 
business is not permitted to 
expand beyond the capacity 
to assure Income to meet 
its obligations, over and 
above the normal risks con¬ 
fronting the business opera¬ 
tion. 

State law created a corpo¬ 
ration commissioner to rule 
on over-expansion by pri¬ 
vate business and so far has 
done a good job. 

HOWEVER, there are no 
such legal restrictions on 
government. The state can 
issue all of the bonds the 
people care to vote, no mat¬ 
ter what the future holds, 
or how long it may take to 
pay off the bond issue. There 
is no constitutional limit to 
the amount of bonds an ad¬ 
ministration may propose to 
the people.
